Barry Goldwater, they realize that 
Rockefeller presently has the best chance 
of upsetting the re-election plans of Presi- 
,dent John F. Kennedy in 1964.

Howe\er, it is hoped that Nebraska He- 
' publicans take some of the words of Rocke- 
.' feller to heart. He is a conservative in one 
; part of the way that Nebraska conservatives 
- view things. He is sincerely dedicated to 
, states rights and he prefers that (he cle- 
~ mands of the people be met at the local 
- level.

But along with states rights, he speaks 


Vpf state responsibilities. The conservative 


m Nebraska often displays a different at- 
titude than this. His attitude is often anti- 
. government at all levels. He agrees with 
Rockefeller that the federal government 


••I should pull in its horns but he advocates 
' nothing at the state level of things. 


* 
The big question, it seems, is a dis- 


, tinction between form of government and 


•= theory of government, with the Nebraska 
"conservative agieeing with Rockefeller on 
,,'form and, perhaps, disagreeing with him 
'- on theory. In form, the Nebraska ronserva- 
' live is against the federal government's do- 
, ing much of what it does today and in his 


theory he is often against the state govern- 


- ment in the same way. Nebraska conser- 
^valism would be much more palatable to 
• many more people if it admonished the 
• federal government and backed the state 
- government. 
r 
But Nebraska conservatives 
arc not 


• seen on the side of spending in state gov- 


eminent any more than (licy arc found 
there In the federal government. They nre 
not found on the side of broadening Ihe 
stale properly lax, of slale aid to educa- 
tion, of expanded highway revenue, of tour- 
ist development, etc. They liiivc u pro- 
fessed belief In free enterprise that would 
Include just about everything but the mili- 
tary. Rockefeller should have left t h e m 
convinced that he Is not this kind of con- 
servative. Raising taxes was one of t h e 
means he used to balance the budget In 
the state of New York. He did not say that 
New York has done nothing and that the 
federal government should do nothing, eith- 
er. And this Is the idea that he would take 
with him Into the presidency if he ever 
makes that political jump. 


If Rockefeller were elected president, 


he would have a domeslic program geared 
to the needs of the states. If the states 
provided the educational opportunities, Ihe 
highways, the resources development a n d 
other essentials of a growing populalion, 
then Rockefeller would be most happy to 
limit his national administration to o t h e r 
things. 


We doiibl, however, that the New York- 


er would hesitate to place a program be- 
fore Congress for any ni'inber of things if 
the states were lagging in behalf of them- 
selves. There is a substantial difference be- 
tween no government at all and a limited 
government at (he federal level of tilings. 


It has been the failure of Ihe slalcs in 


Ihe past lo provide for themselves lhal has 


led the federal govern- 
ment inlo many activi- 
lies. The federal gov- 
vernment does not step 
into things until there 


is some demand. It is at this point that 
the argument begins over the need for 
federal funds to solve the problems that 
have developed. If the states had b e e n 
progressive and aggressive lo begin wilh, 
the question of federal aid or intervention 
would never have materialized. It is in this 
situation lhat the conservative should find 
the answer to his anxiety over the growing 
role of the federal government. 


If the conservative arm of the GOP in 


Nebraska were dedicated to progressive 
action, then ils posilion would find un- 
limited support. Those of a progressive hue 
in the Republican party in Nebraska, how- 
ever, find themselves on the outside with 
a large part of their own party and such 
attitudes are roundly condemned by the 
conservatives.

Big Problem 


The big problem has been 


that a nuclear ship cost as 
much as 50% more than one 
with conventional power. But 
Navy officials recently told 


•ongress this has been re- 


duced to about 20%. 


In view of this, it appears 


that civilian defense officials 
now are looking more kindly 
toward proposals for m o r e 
nuclear-powered surface ves- 
sels. Apparently they 
feel 


that the improvement might 
enable the Navy to get by 
with fewer ships and s t i l l 
keep the ship-building cost at 
current levels.
